ENTERED  INTO  BY  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  PUPILS. 

Any  Person  desirous  of  applying  for  the  admission  of  a Pupil,  may 
have  printed  papers  of  Questions  and  Engagements  at  the  School,  in  the 
following  form,  to  which  answers  in  writing  are  required,  attested  as 
therein  specified;  and  the  paper,  when  properly  filled  up,  must  be  sent 
(post-paid)  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  School,  in  order  to  its  being  laid 
before  the  Committee.  It  is  required  that  the  parish  or  friends  of  the 
Pupils  shall  contribute  a weekly  allowance  of  Three  Shillings  towards  his 
or  her  maintenance;  and  if  the  parish  or  friends  be  at  a distance  from 
Liverpool,  then  some  respectable  housekeeper  in  Liverpool  must  become 
responsible  for  the  regular  payment  of  the  sums  stipulated.

Cord,  Knitting — Sewing — Hair-platting. 

Every  Pupil  must  be  taught  some  trade.  Is  there  any  particular  Trade 
which  it  is  advisable  to  teach  h ? 

Music  is  taught  in  the  School  to  such  of  the  Pupils  as  the  Music  Masters, 
after  trial,  recommend  ; but  the  Committee  have  found  it  inexpedient 
to  place  Pupils  on  the  Music  List  after  they  have  attained  the  age  of 
sixteen  years.  The  Pupils  are  also  taught  to  read  by  means  of  an 
embossed  type.
